A new corn-hog contract, more 
liberal in many respects than that 
or the current year, will be offer­ 
ed Scott county com and hog pro­ 
ducers in January, according to 
word received from the Agricul­ 
tural Adjustment Administration 
by County Agent Furry. Among 
the provisions of the new 
con­ 
tract are the following: 
The maximum com acreage that 
may be planted under the 1935 
contract is 90 percent of the aver­ 
age for the two years 1932 anil 
1933—the same base as was used 
in 1934. Individual signers may, 
if they wish, hold out of produc­ 
tion anywhere from 10 to 30 per 
cent of the two-year average and 
receive corn benefit payments in 
proportion. For 
complying 
with 
corn control provisions of the new 
contract, 
the 
individual 
signer 
will derive the following benefits: 
(1) a com adjustment payment. 
(2) unrestricted use of the 
land 
shifted from corn production, and 
(3) eligibility to participate in any 
government corn 
loan 
program 
that may be available in the fall 
of 1935. 
The corn adjustment payment 
will be made at the rate of 35 
cents per bushel of yield estimat­ 
ed for the number of acres by 
which the corn land area is kepi 
below 
the 
1932-1933 
average. 
This yield for basing payments will 
be the average yield in corn at 
least once dutring the last five 
years. The change in yield basis 
removes the necessity for setting 
aside a definite tract of land on 
the farm as “Contracted acres', 
as this designation has been drop­ 
ped in the 1935 contract. In 1935 
the withheld acres may be located 
on any part of the farm. 
The corn payment will be made 
in 
two 
installments; 
the 
first

A new corn-hog contract, more j 
liberal in m any respects than that 
or the current year, will be offer- 
d Scott county com and hog pro- \ 
ducers in January, according to 
word received from the A gricul­ 
tural A djustm ent A dm inistration j 
by County Agent Furry.

Individual signers may, 
if they wish, hold out of produc­ 
tion anywhere from 10 to 30 pci 
cent of the tw o-year average and 
receive corn benefit paym ents in . 
proportion. For 
complying

com control provisions of the new 
ontract, 
the 
individual 
signer 
will derive the following benefits 
(1) a corn adjustm ent payment. 
(2) unrestricted use of the 
land 
shifted from corn production, and 
(3) eligibility to participate in any 
governm ent corn 
loan 
program 
that may be available in the fall 
of 1935. 
The com adjustm ent payment 
will be m ade at the rate of 35 
cents per bushel of yield estim at­ 
ed for the num ber of acres by 
which the corn land area is kepi 
below 
the 
1932-1933 
average. 
This yield for basing paym ents will 
tie the average yield in coin at 
least once during the last five 
years.
